The members of the New Council are: 


ANDREW BURNETT - President - has worked 
at the British Museum since 1974, with respon- 
sibility for Roman and Iron Age coins. Since 
1992 he has been Keeper of the Department of 
Coins and Medals. His main areas of study have 
been the Roman coinage of the third century 
BC, the coinage of Iron Age and Roman Britain 
and the coinages of the Roman provinces. 
Publications include Coinage in the Roman 
World (1987). Interpreting the Past: Coins 
(1991) and Roman Provincial Coinage vol. I 
(1992). He has been Secretary of the Royal 
Numismatic Society, and in 1992 became 
Secretary of the International Numismatic 
Council. 


WILLIAM E. METCALF - Vice President - 
Born 1947 in E. Grand Rapids, Michigan, and 
finished high school there; attended the 
University of Michigan (A.B. 1969, A.M. 1970, 
Ph.D. in Classical Studies 1973). Since 1973 
curator of Roman and Byzantine coins at the 
American Numismatic Society, New York; Chief 
Curator since 1979. Main areas of publication 
include Roman and Roman provincial coins. 
Since 1978 Adjunct Professor in Columbia 
University departments of Art and Archaeology, 
History, and Classics; has also taught at New 
York University. Vice President of the INC; 
Corresponding Member of the Oesterreichische 
Numismatische Gesellschaft (1998). 


MICHEL AMANDRY - Secretary - Born in 
1949, married with AndrEe, one daughter Claire 
16 years old. Educated at the University of 
Strasbourg. Appointed as a curator at the 
Cabinet des médailles, Paris in 1978, and as 
chief curator in 1991. Professor habilité à diriger 
des recherches since 1994. 


MARJAN SCHARLOO - Treasurer - Studied 
modern history, italian and history of art at the 
University of Leiden and followed a postdoctoral 
study of library sciences at the University of 
Amsterdam. She has been working with the 
National Collection of Coins and Medals since 
1981 in various capacities: librarian, exhibitions 
specialist, curator of medals and, since 1993, 
director. She is vice president of the Royal 
Dutch Numismatic Society, adviser to the Dutch 
Art Medal Society and FIDEM-delegate for The 
Netherlands. She has published mainly articles 
about Dutch medals and medallists. 


CARMEN ALFARO ASINS actualmente es con-

1969 
Dr. Phil.; Since 1968 working in the M nzkabi- 
nett of the Kunsthistorisches Museum, Vienna in 
the department of ancient coins (Greek, Roman, 
Celtic). Main areas of his publications are Celtic 
and Roman coins, hoards and coin finds etc. 
1988: Universitätsdozent; 1994 A.o. Univ. Prof.: 
1995: Director of the Münzkabinett, Kunst- 
historisches Museum, Vienna and Vice-president 
of the Österreichische Numismatische 
Gesellschaft. Corresponding member of the 
American Numismatic Society. 


GIOVANNI GORINI. Born 1941 in Brixen 
(Bozen), studied at Padua University with Ulrich 
Bansa and then at Rome with L.Breglia. From 
1965 to 1978 he was numismatic keeper in the 
Museum Bottacin Padua, then Associate profes- 
sor of Numismatic at the Padua University from 
1971 and full professor since 1991. His main 
interests are in Greek and Roman coinage in 
which areas has published several works. Now is 
editor of the “Ritrovamenti monetali di età 
romana nel Veneto" (1992-) and has been editor 
of Rivista Italiana di Numismatica from 1980 to 
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1990 and visiting scholar at several university. 
He is scientific director of the "Fondazione di 
Studi Numismatici Andrea Pautasso" - Aosta. 
Medallist of the French Numismatic Society and 
Corresponding member of the American 
Numismatic Society 


KENNETH JONSSON Born 1950 in Filipstad 
in central Sweden. B.A. at Lund Univeristy in 
1973, majoring in archaeology. Ph.D. in numi- 
smatics at Stockholm University in 1987. 
Professor of numismatics at Stockholm 
Numismatic Institute, Stockholm University 
since 1992, Having passed my B.A. I was 
employed at Kungl. Myntkabinettet (the Royal 
Coin Cabinet), Stockholm 1973-1975, and later 
at a coin dealer in Stockholm 1977-1987. 
Member of the Council of INC in 1991. The 
main areas of research at the institute are Viking- 
Age coins of Scandinavia, England and Germany 
(10th-12th c.) and medieval coins of Northern 
Europe (12th-15th c.). I have been the editor of 
the CNS-series since 1993. The series aims to 
publish all Viking-Age finds from Sweden (8 
volumes published up to 1987). Together with 
William E. Metcalf editor of Coins and 
Computer Newsletter published by the INC. 


STANISLAW SUCHODOLSKI Born in 
Warsaw, 4 May 1936. Education: 1953-1959 
University of Warsaw (Archaeology, History); 
M.A. 1957, Ph. D. 1961. Dr. Hab. 1970, Prof. 
1983, Prof. ord. 1993. From 1957 at the Institute 
of the History of Material Culture, Polish 
Academy of Sciences (actual name: Institue of 
Archaeology and Ethnology) - head of the 
Department of Medieval Archaeology in Warsaw 
(1994-1996). Chief of various archeaeological 
excavations in Poland and in France (1961- 
1974). Lecturer at the Universities of Warsaw, 
Poznan, Torun, Lublin. President of the 
Numismatic Commission of the Polish 
Committee of Historical Sciences and a member 
of the International Numismatic Commission 
(Vice President since 1997). President of the 
Polish Archeological and Numismatic Society 
(1981-1986). Corresponding Member of the 
American Numismatic Society. Awards of the 
Polish Academy of Sciences (1974, 1983) and of 
the Société Frangaise de Numismatique (1982), 
Archer Huntington Medal (1998). Editor in chief 
of the quarterly “Wiadomosci Numizmatyczne" 
(Polish Numismatic News ). 


MEETING OF THE COUNCIL 
INTERNATIONAL NUMISMATIC 
COMMISSION (London, March 1998) 


The new INC Council, which was elected in 
Berlin at the International Congress, held its 
first meeting in London on March 15-16. 


Since the Congress applications for membership 
had been received from the Pushkin Museum 
(Moscow), the Manchester Museum, the 
Uppsala University Coin Cabinet and the State 
Historical Museum (Moscow). The membership 
now stands at XXX from XX countries. 


The Council received reports on the projects 
under the INC's patronage - Sylloge Nummorum 
Graecorum (3 volumes published in 1997 and in 
press), Lexicon Iconographicum Mythologiae 
Classicae (complete, now moving towards an 
electronic version), Numismatic Literature (new 
regional editors recruited), Trésors monétaires 
protobyzantins (completion in 1998), Coin 
Hoards (in Num. Chron.; a new separate of volu- 
me of Greek hoards in preparation) and Sylloge 
Nummorum Sasanidorum (one volume ready). 


The finances of the INC were reviewed and, 
after much discussion, it was agreed to seek 
sponsorship for the Newsletter and to raise the 
subscription to SF 250 from 1999, 


Links with other bodies were also discussed - 
the Centro Internazionale di Studi Numismatici 
(G. Gorini was appointed as the INC representa- 
tive), the Oriental Numismatic Society, the 
International Association of Professional 
Numismatists (a meeting was arranged with Dr 
Mildenberg, the IAPN representative) and ICO- 
MON. 


Günther Dembski and Giovanni Gorini reported 
on progress with the Newsletter (which will 
appear in the summer). As for the Compte 
rendu, the new editor (Michel Amandry) propo- 
sed including articles on matters such as conser- 
vation and the history of numismatics, as well as 
continuing the present series on the history of 
collections and the law regarding antiquities and 
coins in different countries. 


Bill Metcalf and Kenneth Jonsson reported on 
the proposed new website and the CCN 
Newsletter. The web-site will go live during 
1998 and initially contain material from the 
Compte rendu, though an early project is to 
build up a directory of numismatic institutions 


with e-mail addresses. Other projects will e a 
listing of scholarships and grants, and material 
from the Newsletter, including details of new 


books. 


The INC Travelling Scholarship for 1998 was 
awarded to Katerina Panagopoulou. 


Carmen Alfaro presented initial plans for the 
Madrid Congress, to be held in September 2003. 
A website with information will be established 
at the Museo Arqueológico Nacional. 


TRÉSORS / HOARDS II 


A third Viking-Age hoard from Ocksarve, 
Gotland 


In May 1997 a new hoard was discovered during 
ploughing at Ocksarve, Hemse par, Gotland, 
Sweden. This represents the third Viking-Age 
hoard found on the farm. In 1886 a hoard with 
437 Sasanian, Ispabad, and Islamic coins, t.p.q. 
840/1 was found. In 1920 the biggest hoard so 
far with 678 coins, t.p.q. 1120, was found. It 
included coins from a large number of countries, 
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but the majority were Islamic, German, and 
English. It also included two remarkable parcel 
one with 81 Roman denarii dating from the first 
and second centuries AD (probably a hoard 
found c. 1100 and added to the other coins), and 
the other with 123 Byzantine miliaresia from the 
mid-1 1th century. 


The new hoard contains 366 coins weighing 480 
g as well as numerous hacksilver pieces wei- 
ghing a total of 4,525 g. The silver objects inclu- 
ded a ferrule for a sword with graffitti depicting 
two crossed swords, but consisted mainly of four 
packets of twisted rods placed in a circle. The 
coins were found in various locations inside and 
between the packets. No remains of a container 
were found, but the locations of the packets sug- 
gest a chip-box. The hoard was buried shortly 
after 999 (Strassburg, bishop Alwich 999-1001 ).

The hoard belongs to à period when the import 
of coins had shifted from the east (Islamic 
dirhams) to the west (mainly German pfennige 
and English pennies). The composition is quite 
unlike any other contempory hoard where the 
relationship between German and English is 
between 1:1 and 2:1. The unusual composition is 
also reflected in the fact that there are no recent 
English pennies present although the Crux (c. 
991-997) and Long Cross (c. 997-1003) types of 
AEthelred Iltare two of the most common types 
in other hoards. It is also unusual not to include 
the earliest Swedish coins struck from c. 995 at 
Sigtuna during Olof Skótkonung. This suggests 
some special circumstance for the acquisition of 
the coins. This is also evident from the German 
part, where the number of coins from the most 
common mints are listed below. 


(Goslar) 174 
Mainz 48 

Kóln 29 
Konstanz 22 

Worms 15 
Strassburg 14 
Regensburg 9 
Augsburg 5 


The figures are basically consistent with other 
contemporay hoards except that coins from the 
south (Mainz, Konstanz, Strassburg, 
Regensburg, and Augsburg) are much more 
common than elsewhere while there are fewer 
coins of Kóln. This would suggest that a major 
parcel collected in southern Germany had been 
added to coins mainly collected further north. 
The poor representation of English coins sugge- 
sts the middle Elbe-region as the area where the 
coins were acquired by a Viking merchant. 


Among the coins the eastern element is very 
weak with only three dirhams, but among the sil- 
ver items there are some pieces probably origi- 
nating from the east. 


The packets of silver in the hoard are extraordi- 
nary and probably made from coins which had 
been melted down. 


During the excavation of the site four Roman 
denarii (Marcus Aurelius, Lucius Verus, and 
Commodus) were also found but they were not 
part of the hoard

Kenneth Jonsson brings in this new number of 
CCN “Numismatic home pages on the Internet”, 
which he also had prepared for this Newsletter. 
We repeat here his information: 


Home pages, also known as web sites, are where 
various organisations present themselves on the 
internet. The number of sites dedicated to numi- 
smatics has been growing rapidly in recent years 
and therefore it would be useful to present a sur- 
vey of the material available at present. The 
address often begins with the letters www 
(“World Wide Web") and can either be listed 
according to country (e.g. ".se" for Sweden) or 
on a company basis (“.com”). 


There are a number of ways to search for these 
sites using the search facilities provided by e.g. 
Altavista, (www.altavista.com), Hotbot 
(www.hotbot.com), Lycos (www.lycos.com), 
Yahoo (www.yahoo.com).The list below pre- 
sents the URL and the language(s) in which the 
home page is presented. The general principles 
has been to include all non-commercial site, 
which, in effect, means that coin dealers are 
excluded. However mints are included although 
some government mints may advertise their pro- 


ducts openly. Of course, the present list is a mere 
sample of what is available and much more 
could have been listed if more time had been 
devoted to search the Internet. 


The list now includes mints, museums, institu- 
tions, societies, universities and private indivi- 
duals, some of which could qualify under more 
than one heading. 


Many web sites use the local language, but quite 
a few present their information in two languages 
or even more. The abbreviations used here are: 
Dan - Danish; Dut - Dutch; Eng - English; Fin - 
Finnish; Fre - French; Ger - German; Hun - 
Hungarian; Ita - Italian; Nor - Norwegian; Por - 
Portugese; Spa - Spanish: Swe - Swedish. 


One problem with home pages is that they are 
subject to frequent change of addresses without 
giving a link to the new address. Some of the 
web sites listed here are of little interest at pre- 
sent as they only provide a minimum of informa- 
tion. However, due to the rapid development of 
the Internet media, web sites may change their 
appearance from one day to the another and be 
very useful in their new and expanded shape. 


The list provided here will be continually upda- 
ted and additional addresses will be published in 
subsequent issues of CCN. We will also provide 
the list on data and, if you send an e-mail (ken- 
neth.jonsson@ark.su.se), we will return the late- 
st complete list by e-mail. This updated list will 
also include e-mail addresses. Information about 
home pages not listed here is welcome.

« ENGLAND 
Memorial volume for Martin Price 


\ reception was held on 16 March at the British 
Museum to mark the publication of Studies in 
Greek Numismatics in Memory of Martin Price, 
a volume containing some 40 articles written by 
Martin Price's colleagues and friends. The recep- 
tion was attended by guests from Austria, 
Belgium, France, Holland, Italy, Poland, Spain, 
Sweden, Switzerland, and USA, as well as from 
all over Great Britain. In presenting the volume 
to Maria Price, Martin's widow, Andrew Burnett 
spoke of Martin Price's own achievements and 
how proceeds from the sale of the book would 
go to the Martin Price Memorial Fund, a fund 
set up by the Royal Numismatic Society to sup- 
port the work of young scholars studying Greek 
Numismatics. 


*FRANCE 
Acquisition exceptionnelle 
Collection Georges Zacos 


Monsieur Georges Zacos, décédé en 1983, fut le 
plus grand collectionneur de sceaux byzantins 
du siècle. Initié à la sigillographie par le père V. 
Laurent, alors que les Assomptionistes étaient 
encore établis à Kadiköy, G. Zacos commença 
une premiere collection apres la fin de la secon- 
de guerre mondiale. En 1951, if vendit cette pre- 
miere collection, constituée à Istanbul grâce aux 
sceaux que la mer rejetait sur la cóte apres les 
tempétes, au Centre d'Études byzantines de 
Dumbarton Oaks (Washington). Il continua a 
rassembler les sceaux byzantins lorsqu'il vint 
s'établir en Suisse. Il sélectionnait soigneuse- 
ment les pièces, remplaçant des sceaux défec- 
tueux par des exemplaires en meilleure condi- 
tion quand il le pouvait, sans hésiter à payer des 
"prix d'amateur".

*GREECE 

Coinage in Macedonia, Thessaloniki, 15-17 May 
1998 

A congress was held about the coinage of Greek, 
Roman, Byzantine and modern Macedonia. 
Three invited speakers from abroad introduced 
each of the sections on Greek, Roman and 
Byzantine coins (Olivier Picard, Andrew Burnett 
and Michael Metcalf), and each session cgntai- 
ned a number of papers on different aspects of 
the coinage of the region. The papers (a total of 
about 20) considered new discoveries and new 
hoards, as well as considering inscriptions and 
iconography, and ranged in date from the earliest 
Greek coins of the region to its coinage under 
Ottoman rule. There was also a poster session, 
where another 15 presentations were made. The 
conference was very successul, and - intriguin- 
gly - actually took place in the restored crypto- 
poticus in the Roman forum, only a few metres 
from the site where remains of the late Roman 
mint of Thessalonica were found a few years 
ago. On the last day, an excursion was made (in 
the rain!), and visited, amongst other places, 
Stagira, a beautiful site by the sea where 
Aristotle was born.

Fu soprattutto grazie al suo interessamento se la 
Collezione Reale di Vittorio Emanuele IIl ebbe 
finalmente una sede nel Medagliere Nazionale 
di Roma con una targa a ricordo, posta dalla 
Società Italiana di Numismatica. Ricchissima la 
sua bibliografia accademica che comprende 
lavori soprattutto sulla monetazione romana 
imperiale ed etrusca, per quanto si sia anche 
interessato di monetazione medievale italiana, 
soprattutto toscana, e di medaglistica. Numerosi 
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sono i suoi articoli sul materiale numismatico 
conservato nel Musco Nazionale Romano o pro- 
veniente da scavi avvenuti in tutto il territorio 
italiano, memorabili i cataloghi di numerose 
esposizioni in particolare al Museo Civico di 
Bologna e sulle medaglie italiane. 
Persona dal tratto garbato e signorile appartene- 
va alla generazione dei “conoscitori” delle 
monete antiche e medievali, che per lui non ave- 
vano segreti di classificazione. Sosteneva la 
necessità di pubblicare i materiali da ritrovamen- 
to e da collezione e partecipò attivamente alla 
vita culturale italiana con numerose conferenze 
presso i Circoli numismatici, le Accademie e i 
Centri Studi, dovunque facendosi apprezzare per 
l'ampia visione dei problemi in cui la moneta 
era vista nei suoi diversi collegamenti con la sto- 
ria, l'archeologia e l'economia.
